Eailly enough. -Suppose you have a 


nobleman presented to you; the iiitro- 
lucer should be able to Touch for him if 
be matter of title is a point in question. 
But your bogus nobleman nearly al- 


ways presents liimself. Then goto the 
consulate of his country.

Thero it IB easy to satisfy yourself of 


lis identity. 
Generally speaking, al- 


ihough not always, reivl noblemen regls- 
xsr at the consulate on their arrival in 
Sew York, but every consulate, oven if 
;ho gentleman has not recorded there, is 
more or loss able to give information as 
to noblemen belonging to their country. 
Thanks to the English Peerage (Burks's 
aud Detroit's) and tho German Ootha- 
Isohe, Qraferi and Freiherrn Calendar, as 
well as to the army lists of both coun- 
tries, it is pratty easy to get at the facts, 
And there ura so many real noblemen 
and officers of the German and English 
armias /here in this city that the bogus 
artiqle could easily be detected by being 
confronted with the real one. 


Tho impostor is generally good looking 


and distlngua and has a dangerous 
knowledge of what he is talking about, 
depending on his good looks and liin 
cheek to carry him through. And our 
rich girls, blinded by what they believe 
to be the honor of being courted by a 
real live lord or count, fall an easy vic- 
tim to tho unscrupulous fortune hunter. 


Counterfeit noblemen and real noble- 


men, 
who have so far forgotten what is 


due to their natno that they closely re- 
semble tho bad article, abound and al- 
ways will abound to a great cosmopol- 
itan city like New York. As long as the 
present inordinate love for titles exists 
in this enlightened republic, people must 
not be astonished if they ore tlio dupes 
of suoU as have a smattering of educa- 
tion and the cheek to call themselves by 
a high sounding title. 


All these counterfeit noblemen have 


one characteristic—that is, on all possi- 
ble occasions thoy will brag of their noble 
descent and will tell the most wonderful 
stories of their doings at home and of the 
doings of their ancestors generations be- 
fore them. 


The latest specimen who has been an- 


noying various families, particularly that 
of Mr. William Steinway, represented 
himself as a nophow of the latter, called 
himself at various times Count Bonin, 
Count von Arnini, Baron Fedwitz and 
various other names. What his real in- 
tentions were have not beejjfoundput as 


yet. -Inspector Byrnw of the metropol- 
itan police bM nipped bis career in the 
bud.

A peculiar and rather amusing CAM 


one* came under the notice of the writer, 
himself for long years an officer in the 
Prussian service. He used to lunch reg- 
ularly at a down town restaurant, when 
one day hewastolJ by tlio proprietor 
that he had an ex-officer, who was down 
on his luck, as waiter.

that when an authentic man comes he is 
apt to be looked on with a dubious eye.

partly hereditary, nnd partly nominated. 
The hereditary portion comprises mem 
bers of the imperial family, princes and 
marc|niscs. 
The elective portion com 


prises both noblemen and commoners. 
The noblomon are to be elected by their 
respective orders—counts by counts, vis 
counts by viscounts,"ivnd barons by barons 
—and may not exceed one-fifth ot the 
number of those orders. The commoners 
are chosen by cities and prefectures (one 
by each) and are selected from among tho 
highest tax-payers. 


The Lower House consists of three hnn 


dred members, elected by ballot in ells 
trlcts whose boundaries are named in the 
decree.

Photographic art, in its rocont program, 


includes no more interesting phase than 
that known as composite photography. 
It is eix years since that Professor Gault, 
an American, began experiments In this 
direction, attaining results that ha^J at- 
tracted attention on both sides of the 
Atlantic. In .brief, tha process, which 
applies only to reproducing the human 
features, consists of super-imposing a 
number of photographs upon a negative 
common to all. Tha outcome, when this 
process is intelligently and skillfully 
done, ia n photograph embodying tho 
dominant faciul traits ot all tho portraits 
placed before tho camera. The lust pic- 
ture of all bears the same rotation—as to 
resemblance—to its predecessor, as does 
the human being often bear a likeness to 
his ancestors through many generations, 
Fresh in the minds of many will be the 
magazine articles recently published, 
giving tho results of composite photogra- 
phy as applied to a chosen number of 
pupila in a seminary. 


The final photograph showed a ty;x> 


distinct from the score of photographs 
used to produce it, yet reTeoledjB face in 
which the dominant characteristics of 
all woro blended in a face of extreme 
beauty and power. In a similar manner 
a composite photograph made up from 
sucoession of family portraits will yield 
a remarkable result, giving feature* in 
which tho characteristics of ancestors arc 
plainly discernible.

portruitu upon one negative a curious ef- 
fect i.i produced, 
Tho possibilities of 


compositu photography uro full of deep 
interest, not only for the lover of the 
cameru, but for tho utudont ot human 
nature,—Pittsburg Bulletin.
